Applicant argues Donovan does not teach or suggest sub-fields in short message type field 722. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
According to Donovan, short message type field 722 contains one octet. Because each octet is a 8 bit array and because each bit in the 8 
bit array is a bit field, Donovan teaches the claimed sub-fields as presently claimed. Applicant further alleges that Donovan does not teach 
the claimed comparing limitation. The Examiner respectfully disagrees because at step 506 of Donovan, each bit field in the 8 bit array is 
compared with the profile stored in the wireless telephone. For these reasons, the Examiner cannot allow the claims as presently claimed. 

Regarding amended claim 25, Donovan discloses a message transmission system comprising a telecommunication network (150) 
comprising a communication server and at least one wireless telephone (182), the server (see Figure 2) comprising means for sending 
messages to one or more wireless telephones, the wireless telephone or telephones being equipped with means for storing and 
processing messages, wherein each message comprises a first field (722) containing information in a plurality of sub-fields relating to the 
standard profile of the recipient of the message, and in that the processing means identifies and compares the information of the standard 
profile contained in the message with matching information in the profile stored in each wireless telephone relative to the subscriber using 
the wireless telephone and authorizes the storage of the message in the storage means if the profile of the subscriber using the wireless 
telephone is compatible with the standard profile contained in the first field of the message (see Figure 5). 
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
